It may not be 
amiss to give your readers, especially the 
teachers, a pointer or two in regard to To- 
peka, as some of them may have occasion 
to come here during the National Associa- 
tion of Teachers, which meets in July. 
Ample arrangements are being made to 
accommodate over 5,000 teachers. A com- 
mittee appointed by the Governor and 
Teachers' Association here has canvassed 
the city and arranged with private citizens 
to entertain the teachers at #1 per day for 
board and lodging or 2"> cents per day for 
lodging only. The New Gordon, Dutton 
House and Fifth Avenue Hotel have all 
agreed to reduce their regular fare fifty 
cents below the regular faro charged. The 
Copeland and Winsor informed me that they 
would not make any reduction. Their rate's 
are $3.50 and $3.00 per day. The Fifth 
Avenue is run by Haukla Bros., two clever 
young men from about Elizabethtown, Ky.
